Crew Abandoned Ships.

Lteutennnt Commander David Worth 
Basley brother of Mrs. Joseph Dan- 
iels wife of the secretary of the navy, 
and whose brother was the first Amer- 
ican officer to give his

The large loss of life would indicate 
the torpedo with its deadly charge of 
high explosive made a fair hit plump 
on tho destroyer's thin huU and that 
the submarine liunter was blown thor- 
oughly in two. Thnt 'she went down 
qulckiy Is. evidenced by the fact that 
nothing is said of survivors getting off 
in life boats. Those saved got off in 
rafts, which probably floated off the 
Diking ship as she plunged down In 
-,cy darkness.

do not record 
the 
encimous number of victims who an- 
nually are subjected to suffering. In- 
convenience and economic loss there- 
by.It is not at all remarkable that the 
widespread familiarity with this pam- 
pered delusion has bred a, contempt 
which 
hides 
its 
seriousness. The i 
chief reason for this popular contempt 
for the so-called simple cold is the in- 
competent, slovenly, lazy, bewhiekered 
old charlatan who so calls the pa- 
tient's illness when he doesn't really 
know just what is the matter. -Yet 
the sum total of the ravages produced 
by the pampered delusion, while the 
dissembling doctor dances idly about 
and strives to fit his opinion and 
advice to the whims and prejudices 
of the patient, is much greater than 
most of us realize. 


Pneumonia kills more people than

other 
disease excepting heart 
disease and tuberculosis. 


A "cold" never causes or "runs in- 
to" tuberculosis. 
That notion is a 
very convenient or.e for the incompe- 
tent physician br the nostrum maker 
to esploft. 
The "cold" that proceeds 
to franlc tuberculosis was tuberculosis 
from, the very beginning, but unrecog- 
nized. Unrecognized because the doc- 
tor failed to examine the patient, but 
lust agreed, with the patient's delu- 
sion that it was a "bad cold"; or be- 
cause the patient was so credulous as 
to accept as thorough en examination 
made through one or more layers of 
clothing—and 
no physician, be. his 
skill ever so great, is capable of tell- 
ing a patient whether or not early tu- 
berculosis is present in the lungs un-i 
less he examines the chest with all} 
clothing removed down to the waist, • 
and examines /repeiUodly. 
And very 
commonly, alas, the victim of a ''cold 
that hangs on" risks health and life 
by experimenting with remedies or 
treatments prescribed or suggested by 
well-meaning but uninformed friends, 
so that the actual disease progresses 
to an alarming stage before the un- 


fortunate visits a doctor at oil. 
Calling an illness a "cold", is quib- 
bling, every time. 
No matter who 
calls it a "cold," or how trivial the 
illness seems to be.
